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COLLEGES  TO  ARMS. 

The  following  announcement  was  recently  made  through 
the  Patriotic  News  Service  of  the  National  Committee  of  Pat- 
ri(  >tic  Societies : 

"For  nearly  a  year  there  has  geen  much  public  discussion 
of  the  proper  function  of  colleges  and  of  the  duty  of  college 
students  in  the  present  emergency.  Last  July  President  Wil- 
son said  : 

"It  would  seriously  impair  America's  prospects  of  suc- 
cess in  this  war  if  the  supply  of  highly  trained  men  were  un- 
necessarily diminished.  There  will  he  need  for  a  larger  num- 
ber of  persons  expert  in  the  various  fields  of  applied  science 
than  ever  he  fore.  *  *  *  I  therefore  have  no  hesitation  in  urging 
college-  and  technical  schools  to  endeavor  to  maintain  their 
courses  as  far  as  possible  on  the  usual  basis.  *  *  *  Those  who 
fall  below  the  age  of  selective  conscription  and  who  do  not  en- 
list may  feel  that  by  pursuing  their  courses  with  earnestness 
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and  diligence  they  also  are  preparing  themselves  for  valuable 
services  to  the  Nation." 

The  vital  contribution  of  the  colleges  is  now  formally 
recognized  in  an  announcement  just  issued  by  the  Secretarv  of 
War.  As  a  military  measure  the  colleges  of  the  country  are 
by  this  announcement  officially  designated  as  training  center^ 
for  the  United  States  Army.     The  announcement  follows: 

"In  order  to  provide  military  instruction  for  the  college 
students  of  the  country  during  the  present  emergencv,  a  com- 
prehensive plan  will  be  put  in  effect  by  the  War  Department, 
beginning  with  the  next  college  year,  in  September,  19 18.  The 
details  remain  to  be  worked  out,  but  in  general  the  plan  will 
be  as  follows : 

''Military  instruction  under  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  the  Army  will  be  provided  in  every  institution  of 
college  grade,  which  enrolls  for  the  instruction  100  or  more 
able-bodied  students  over  the  age  of  eighteen.  The  necessary 
military  equipment  will,  so  far  as  possible,  be  provided  by  the 
Government.  There  will  be  created  a  military  training  unit 
in  each  institution.  Enlistment  will  be  purely  voluntary,  but 
all  students  over  the  age  of  eighteen  will  be  encouraged  to  enlist. 
The  enlistment  will  constitute  the  student  a  member  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States,  liable  to  active  duty  at  the  call  wf 
the  President.  It  will,  however,  be  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment not  to  call  the  members  of  the  training  units  to  active 
duty  until  they  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one,  unless 
urgent  military  necessity  compels  an  earlier  call.  Students  un- 
der eighteen,  and  therefore  not  legally  eligible  for  enlistment, 
will  be  encouraged  to  enroll  in  the  training  units.  Provisions 
will  be  made  for  co-ordinating  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  system,  which  exists  in  about  one-third  of  the  collegiate 
institutions  with  this  broader  plan. 

"This  new  policy  aims  to  accomplish  a  two-fold  object: 
first,  to  dev.elop  as  a  great  military  asset  the  large  body  of 
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young  men  in  the  colleges ;  and,  second,  to  prevent  unnecessary 
and  wasteful  depletion  of  the  colleges  through  indiscriminate 
volunteering,  by  offering  to  the  students  a  definite  and  imme- 
diate military  status. 

"Later  announcement  will  be  made  of  the  details  of  the 
new  system.  In  the  meantime,  presidents  of  collegiate  insti- 
tutions are  requested  to  call  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
all  their  students.  Those  who  do  not  graduate  this  spring 
should  be  urged  to  continue  their  education  and  take  advan- 
tage of  this  new  opportunity  to  serve  the  Nation." 
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IS  A  COLLEGE  EDUCATION  WORTH  WHILE? 

W.  A.  Stevenson,  of  the  Des  Moines  Register,  in  attempt- 
ing to  answer  the  above  question,  has  compiled  facts  and  fig- 
ures which  prove  conclusively  that  a  college  education  is  worth 
while.     Mr.  Stevenson  writes  as  follows: 

"Who's  Who  in  America,"  makes  this  answer,  the  ap- 
pearing being  selected  because  of  special  prominence  in  credible 
lines  of  effort  or  men  in  official  position,  civil,  military,  naval, 
religious  or  educational : 

Of  the  15.794  names  in  the  1914-15  volume  57.89  per  cent 
are  college  graduates  (hold  a  baccalaureate  degree  in  arts, 
philosophy,  literature  or  science). 

In  law,  medicine  and  theology  the  prominence  of  the  col- 
lege man  who  has  attained  a  place  in  "Who's  Who"  is  more 
marked. 

In  law,  66.85  per  cent  are  of  men  with  college  training, 
14.37  per  cent  being  non-graduate. 

In  medicine,  65.20  per  cent  had  college  training,  14.83  per 
cent  being  non-erraduate. 
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In  theology,  89.81  per  cent  had  college  training,  8.59  per 
cent  being  non-graduate. 

Of  the  men  who  have  gained  a  place  in  "Who's  Who"  but 
finished  their  education  in  high  school,  the  law  is  represented 
by  but  3.89  per  cent,  medicine  by  5.72  per  cent  and  theology  by 
49  per  cent. 

Or  stated  another  way  : 

A  man  without  education  cannot  become  prominent.  The 
man  with  a  common  school  training  has  one  chance  in  8,812. 

The  man  with  the  high  school  training  has  one  chance  in 
404. 

The  man  with  the  college  education  has  one  chance  in  42. 

In  the  1 9 18  session  of  the  Iowa  legislature,  56  per  cent  of 
the  members  of  the  senate  and  49  per  cent  of  the  membrs  of  the 
house  were  college  or  professional  school  graduates.  In  Iowa's 
population  of  2,224,771  the  college  and  professional  graduates, 
men  and  women,  number  16,740  or  less.  It  is  probably  correct 
to  suppose  that  one-third  of  these  are  women ;  which  means 
that  the  electors  of  Iowa  selected  56  per  cent  of  their  senators 
and  49  per  cent  of  their  representatives  from  less  than  one-half 
of  1  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  state. 

In  the  government  of  the  United  States  the  ration  has  been 
almost  the  same.  The  college  graduates  of  the  United  States 
(men  and  women)  constitute  8-10  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total 
population.  From  tin's  less  than  1  per  cent  the  people  of  the 
United  Status  have  elected  all  but  five  of  their  presidents,  al- 
most one-third  of  the  members  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
more  than  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  senate,  while  in  the 
-election  df  tlie  cabinet,  more  than  one-half  have  been  from  this 
less  than  1  per  cent,  and  98  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  Su- 
preme bench  have  been  college  graduates.  I  f  the  figures  for  the 
present  congress  (  1917)  were  taken  alone  it  would  show  that 
95   pel-  cent   of   the   officials  of   the    United    States    from   con- 
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gressman  up  to  pre:  .dent,  including  elective  and  appointive 
offices  were  from  this  8-10  of  1   per  cent  of  the  population. 

The  financial  returns  n\  a  college  education  are  certain. 
The  m  >st  recent  investigation  of  this  subject  is  the  work  of 
Dean  Holmes  of  Pennsylvania  State  college,  who  found  by  the 
most  intensive  of  investigations  that  the  average  of  the  lowest 
paid  class  of  college  graduates  was  $669  above  the  average  of 
the  non-college  man. 

The  "Financial  Red  Book  of  the  United  States"  declared! 
that  a  man  has  "300  times  greater  chance  to  become  rich  if  a 
college  graduate." 

That  the  financial  returns  of  education  are  certain  is 
shown  by  the  investigation  of  James  M.  Dodge  in  the  mechani- 
cal industries,  Herbert  J.  Hapgood  in  the  business,  and  K.  C. 
Livermpre  and  Professor  Warren  of  Cornell  university  in 
agricultural  industries.  The  charts  of  all  three  of  these  inves- 
tigations, carried  on  independently,  show  an  increase  in  finan- 
cial return  for  every  year  of  education.  Each  investigation 
classified  its  returns  for  one  year,  two  years,  three  years,  four 
years  and  five  years  of  college  or  industrial  school  training  and 
each  reached  independently,  the  same  conclusion  that  each  year 
of  college  training  added  to  financial  production. 

Wartime  has  added  its  bit  of  proof  to  the  leadership  of 
men  with  the  college  education.  When  the  statistics  of  the 
training  camps  for  officers  are  completed  it  will  show  an  ex- 
ceptional percentage  to  be  college  men.  Different  camps  have 
had  as  high  as  94  per  cent  college  gradutes. 

Education  makes  a  world  citizen.  It  makes  possible  the 
hot  service  not  only  to  self,  but  to  humanity.  The  roster  of 
"Who's  Who"  is  the  list  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  been 
of  the  most  service  to  their  fellowmen,  who  have  been  the 
leaders  of  the  present  generation  in  making  the  world  a  better 
place  to  live  in.     Therefore  it  is  the  college  man  who  serves, 
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who  in  the  language  of  the  Galilean  becomes  the  "servant  of 
all." 

For  "success  is  measured,  not  by  what  the  world  gives  to 
you.  but  by  what  you  give  to  the  world." 


THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

The  summer  session  at  Dubuque  College,  now  entering 
upon  its  third  week,  shows  a  large  enrollment  of  teachers  not 
only  from  Iowa,  but  from  the  neighboring  and  farther  distant 
states.  One  hundred  and  fifty  students  are  pursuing  the  college 
courses  offered  at  Loras  Hall,  and  ninety-six  students  are  en- 
rolled in  the  normal  school  at  Saint  Joseph  Hall.  A  greater 
number  of  Sisterhoods  are  represented  this  year  than  were  last 
year,  indicating  that  interest  in  the  school  is  spreading 
throughout  the  middle  west  and  surrounding  territory. 

At  Loras  Hall  students  are  given  their  choice  of  fifty 
courses,  taught  by  a  faculty  of  twenty -four  instructors.  The 
courses  include  both  the  professional  subjects  which  are  of 
vital  importance  to  every  teacher  and  the  academic  subjects 
which  are  found  in  the  usual  school  curriculum.  All  the  classes 
are  well  attended,  and  it  is  consensus  of  opinion  among  the 
students  that  the  summer  session  of  1918  will  be  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  class  lectures  given  by  the  facul- 
ty, lectures  on  educational  topics  of  general  interest  are  de- 
livered before  the  entire  student  body.  Last  week  Shane  Les- 
lie, editor-in-chief  of  the  Dublin  Review,  gave  two  interesting 
and  inspiring  talks,  the  first  on  the  Irish  question,  and  the 
second  on  Cardinal  Manning.  For  the  week  of  July  7,  the  Very 
Reverend  John  J.  Toomey  of  Cedar  Rapids  is  scheduled  for 
lectures  <>n  Woman  and  Education,  and  lie  is  to  be  followed 
by  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Cremin  of  Saint  Paul  Seminar)-,  who  is 
an  authority  on  the  folk-lore  of  Ireland.
